Neigh­ 
boring residents are now petitioning 
the Planning and Zoning Commission 
to call a public hearing for the 
rezoning of the 12 acre tract to 
planned development retail. 
A tract on the southwest corner of 
the

is 
also 
being 
petitioned for retail zoning. An ap­ 
plication for another 
HUD project 
was also made on the southern 
property, but funds apparently ran 
out for the year. 
Tedman said rezoning the northern 
tract for retail ‘‘could lead to com­ 
plications along the way.” He warned 
that the city would have to have some 
valid reason for the rezoning and 
added that he doesn’t know ‘‘if it 
would hold up.”

PISD s Project DIAL 
Effort Aids Gifted, Talented

Students deem ed 
“ gifted and 
talented” in the Plano Independent 
School D istrict’s elementary grades 
will soon receive further academic 
challenges through the new Project 
DIAL. 
The first-year program will focus on 
‘‘Developing Interesting Activities for 
Learning” (DIAL) by supplementing 
the c h ild ren 's reg u lar classroom 
studies of science and social studies. 
Students taken into Project DIAL will 
not be removed from their regular 


will participate in ad­ 
or more intensive school 
classes but 
ditional 
work 
Wanda Kirkpatrick, coordinator for 
the district’s new gifted and talented 
program , 
explained 
the 
im ­ 
plementation of Project DIAL to 
School Board mem bers earlier this 
week. 
‘‘Developing Interesting Activities 
for Learning, DIAL, is designed to 
meet additional instructional needs of 
the talented and gifted child,” she 
explained. “ It is designed to sup­ 


plement all other (PISD) curriculum 
programs with social studies and 
science serving as the core subjects.” 
She added that as the student 
progresses in the program, growth in 
increased motivation, thinking skills, 
self-direction, leadership c h a ra c ­ 
teristics, creativity of thought, self­ 
discipline 
and 
organization 
of 
material and tim e will be emphasized. 
Children 
will 
be admitted 
into 
Project DIAL by the determination of 
their skills by their individual 
teachers and principals. Their ad- 
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m ittance will be made based on class 
performance and achievement tests. 
Mrs. Kirkpatrick, a former teacher 
at Weatherford Elem entary School, 
was named coordinator of the gifted 
and talented program in September 
and has been working at “ phasing in” 
the project. 


She has organized an advisory 
committee for Project DIAL that will 
meet monthly and has put together a 
group of parent 
volunteers 
The 
program will be offered for second 
through sixth graders with first grade 
students and kindergarteners added 
by the end of January. 


An 
in-service 
program 
for 
classroom teachers and 
parent 
volunteers will cover characteristics 
of the gifted child and techniques for 
teaching the gifted before the project 
starts. Mrs. Kirkpatrick and other 
staff mem bers and volunteers will 
also have attended several training 
sessions at local universities before 
the program begins. 
Among the goals and objectives for 
Project DIAL, Mrs. Kirkpatrick told 
the School Board she hopes to “en­ 
courage and develop a child’s love of 
learning” and “to develop research 
techniques for encouraging divergent- 
productive thinking ” 


Providing leadership opportunities, 
encouraging listening and learning, 
promoting independent studies and 
developing responsibility to self and 
others are other goals of the program. 
Superintendent H Wayne Hendrick 
stressed that “the district feels that 
all students are gifted in some way” 
but added that Project DIAL will 
“challenge those capable of doing 
stronger work academ ically.” 


“The boys and girls won’t be pulled 
out of the classroom—this is above 
and beyond what we already have,” 
Dr Hendrick noted “ And we ll never 
take any emphasis off the fact that 
there are others who are also gifted 
and talented.”

Voters Determine Tax Exemptions 


AUSTIN 
( U P I i - 
Texans will vote Nov. 8 on 
two proposed constitutional 
amendm ents 
to give 
tax 
exemptions to historical or 
c u ltu ral 
resources, 
and 
p e r m i t 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
organizations to collect dues 
from farm ers and ranchers 
for 
prom otion 
of 
their 
products. 
A third amendment due 
consideration 
by 
voters 
would change the name of 
the Judicial Qualifications 
Commission to the State 
Com m ission on 
Judicial 
C onduct, and give 
that 
agency additional power to 
discipline judges 
None of three proposed 
am endm ents—among seven 
on the ballot—has provoked 
any controversy. 
The proposed amendment 
No. 4 would authorize the 
legislature to provide for 


property tax relief to en­ 
courage the preservation of 
"c u ltu ra l, 
h istorical 
or 
natural history resources.” 
Under the proposal, the 
legislature could grant relief 
from state property taxes, or 
permit cities, counties and 
other local taxing agencies 
to grant such exemptions. 
Supporters of the plan note 
it would permit such tax 
breaks, 
but 
would 
not 
m andate them 
Opponents 
argue local agencies such as 
school districts already face 
fund 
sh o rtag es, 
and 
exem pting 
cu ltu ral 
and 
historic reso u rces could 
fu rth er erode th eir tax 
bases. 
T h e 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
assessment amendment, No. 
5 on the ballot, is designed to 
reinstate a 1967 law which 
was 
d eclared 
un­ 
constitutional by the Texas 


Supreme Court 
If the amendment passes, 
a g ricu ltu ral and m arine 
associations such as poultry 
or livestock producers may 
collect assessm ents from 
producers of 
those 
com­ 
modities and use the funds 
for research and promotion 
of the product. 
Producers who objected to 
the assessment could apply 
for refunds of the money 
they were assessed. 
The Supreme Court had 
ruled 
such 
m andatory 
assessments amounted to an 
unconstitutional 
tax 
on 
agriculture, and opponents 
of the proposed amendment 
contend producers opposed 
to the program should not 
have to pay the assessm ents 
then go through a lengthy 
refund process. 
Amendment No. 7 on the 
ballot would expand the size 


of the Judicial Qualifications 
Commission to include four 
citizen members instead of 
three, and add one justice of 
the 
peace 
to 
the 
mem­ 
bership. It also would give 
the 
com m ission, 
acting 
through the Supreme Court, 


power to suspend a judge 
from office with or without 
pay pending final disposition 
of charges against the judge. 
If the amendment passes, 
the commission also would 
have authority to publicly 
reprim and a judge.

For Wider 
Select Flowering Bulbs Early 


About now you no doubt will 
be noticing packages of 
spnng-flowermg [Aitch bulbs 
displayed in some of the 
stores where you shop 
Some interesting news re­ 
leases recently crossed my 
desk, in which The Nether­ 
lands Klower-bulb Institute 
gives some pretty inviting 
reasons for getting out there 
and planting some of these 
bulbs for a glorious display of 
spring bloom 
They begin by citing one of 
my favorite themes in this 
column, that of the physical 
and mental benefits of gar­ 
dening Even, perhaps espe­ 
cially, for the older, retired 
people with more leisure time 
than others, gardening is a 
perfect hobby. It is enjoyable, 
not too strenuous, 
inex­ 
pensive, and it allows for 
companioaship in the hobby 
between friends, or husband 
and wife. It is a fine body­ 
builder as well 
all that 
bending and squatting in the 
fresh air 
is excellent ex­ 
ercise. And for the weight- 
watchers, gardening aids in 
Hie shedding of calories Dig­ 
ging the garden gets rid of 400 
calories an hour, pushing a 
hand mower uses 270, weed­ 
ing and trimming uses 220. 
Not only are our physical 
selves improved with garden­ 
ing, but our mental health is 
given a real boost with that 
lovely, 
cosmic wonder 
of 
grubbing in the soil. There 
also is real pleasure and feel­ 
ings of accomplishment in 
creating something beautiful 
around you, and in building 
the health of the environment 
with every green thing you 
grow and every time you add 
to and build up the soil, even 
in a tiny backyard plot. 
It is certainly true that 
after a few hours of puttering 
about in the garden, we do 


sleep better Go^d sleep im­ 
pi-oves nerves, which in turn 
allows us better to cope with 
tensions and frustrations. 


This news release gives 
some remarkable statistics to 
prove to us that gardening 
does indeed improve the en­ 
vironment. Did you know, for 
example, that in one year an 
apple tree produces enough 
oxygen for four people'' On a 
hot day, an acre of grass 
gives off 2,400 gallons of 
water, which has a cooling ef­ 
fect equal to that of a 140,000- 
pound air conditioner Trees, 


grass and plants absorb 
noise, and their hairy sur­ 
faces catch dust particles 
from the air until rainfall 
washes the dust into the soil 
wher<* it ran no longer irritate 


our breathing. 
Now don’t you just feel like 
planting something9 If you 
want to begin with something 
easy, something that is sure 
to grow, start with some 
sp rin g-flow erin g 
bulbs. 
Growing them requires very- 
little gardening knowledge. 
Basically, all you do is pop 
them into the ground and 
water them. 
Dutch bulbs almost always 
produce spectacular blooms. 
Start with a dozen or two this 
year, and see the results next 
spring. Then, probably, you 
will want to try more next 
year Soon, you will no doubt 
want to grow a few shrubs or 
perennials to set off your 
spectacular blooms, and be­ 
fore you know it you’ll be a 
gardener! 


During the next weeks look 
for columns on what types of 
bulbs are available in the 
spring-flowering sorts, where 
to plant them, how to plant 
them, and how to force them 
for indoor blooming. 
In the meantime, scout out 
the local displays and see 
what is being offered locally. 
Find out what local nurseries 
offer Dutch bulbs and com­ 
pare prices. There are bulb 
specialists 
whose 
catalogs 
you could send for. Their 
names can likely be found 
with a phone call to your 
nearest Department of Agri­ 
culture office. 
I like to send for my bulbs 
to my own favorite 
bulb 
nursery, and I do enjoy so 
much reading the catalog of 
spring-blooming wonders. 


Buy 'print flowering bulbs 
now 
while 
nurseries 
and 
garden centers have a wide 
selection, suggests a land­ 
scape horticulturist with the

“Selecting bulbs early will 
give you a wider choice of 
colors and flower types and 
will 
also 
improve 
your 
chances 
of 
successful 
plantings since bulbs will 
still be fresh. " says Everett 
Janne “Bulbs will dry out 
after a while and wont do as 
well 
Also, planting them 
late will not give them time 
to develop a good root 
system before cold weather 
arrives." 
The horticulturist suggests 
planting daffodils and crocus 
as soon as they become 
available 


To Betain Qualities 
Store Pecan Crop Properly 


ll w ould be a shame to lose 
your pecans now They are 
hard to grow during hot, dry 
summers like the one we 
just experienced 
Proper 
storage is very important to 
retain their naturally good 
quality and taste 
Pecans 
are 
sem i­ 
perishable 
and 
unless 
properly cared for may 
become mod blo due to mold, 
off flavor, discoloration or 
insect 
damage 
These 
detrimental characteristics 
can be prevented if proper 
storage practices are em­ 
ployed Several of the more 
important factors to con­ 
sider 
include: 
adequate 
drying, 
proper 
packaging 
and refrigeration 
According 
to 
County 


Extension Agent James R 
Risinger. it is imperative to 
start with a high quality nut 
since proper storage con­ 
ditions will not improve 
quality, only maintain it at 
or near post-harvest cured 
conditions. 


High oil content and the 
fact that the oil is 93 percent 
uasaturated is one of the 
most 
important 
factors 
affecting the storability of 
pecans. Nutritionists say 
that an unsaturated oil is 
healthier, but this type oil 
shortens the shelf life of 
pecan products because of 
increased susceptibility to 
rancidity. 


The county agent says that 
homeowners should store 


pecans in a polyethylene 
bag. 
either in shell 
or 
shelled, and place them in 
the refrigerator or the deep 
freeze, depending on how 
long they want to store them 
At room temperature the 
shelf life is 4 months in the 
shell and 3 months shelled. 


In 
the 
refrigerator 
the 
pecans w ill hold good quality 
for 19 months in the shell or 
12 months shelled. Pecans 
can be held in the deep 
freeze near 0 degrees F. for 
two years with very little 
adverse effect on the kernel 
quality.

conditions affect the per­ 
formance of mums, and if 
these aren’t provided, the 
results can be no flowers,” 
says Everett E. Janne, 
landscape horticulturist with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
“Plant mums in a spot 
with full sunlight throughout 
the day, good air circulation 
and well drained soil,” he 
said. “There should be no 
tree roots to interfere with 
plant growth. Furthermore, 
never plant mums where 
they will be affected by 
supplemental night lights.” 
A n o t h e r 
p r o b l e m 
frequently encountered with 
mums is that people pur­ 
chase plants in full bloom, 
set them in the garden and 
then try to get them to flower 
again the next year. 
“This is fine if you pur­ 
chased the early blooming 
garden 
variety,” 
says 
Janne. “But frequently the 
late 
blooming 
florist 
varieties are sold. 
These 
have been manipulated with 
proper lighting and shading 
to bloom much earlier than 
their biological clock nor­ 
mally allows. The following 
year they fail to bloom early 
and frost gets them before 
they can produce flowers.” 
To get the best results with 
mums, buy healthy plants 
that are an early flowering 
type, plant them in the right 
location, and give them 
tender loving care, advises 
the horticulturist.

To prepare the 
bed for planting, till the soil 
a week or so before planting 
time and incorporate plenty 
of organic matter. Also add 
about 
two pounds of a 
complete fertilizer high in 
phosphorous per IOO square 
feet of bed. 
“The most effective flower 


display can be obtained by 
massing a group of bulbs of 
one variety and color, 
points out 
Janne 
“Plant 
bulbs about four inches 
apart and place the base of 
the bulb at a depth that is 
about 
three 
times 
the 
diameter of the bulb. Soak 


the bed 
thoroughly 
after 
planting and then wait for 
the spring magic " 


In many areas of the state 
bulb 
beds can 
be 
over­ 
planted with 
pansies 
for 
winter color until the bulbs 
begin to bloom.

ASK DOC GARD NER 
by NEIL SPERRY 


Dear 
Doc: 
What’s 
the 
shortest time it would take to 
get good compost ready for 
use? 
Provided you shred the 
materials thoroughly, keep 
the pile wet and warm, and 
turn it once in a while, you 
should have compost within 
a few weeks or months. With 
limited turning, it can still be 
ready in 6-8 months. 
Dear Doc: How do I start 
an avocado tree? 
First, and easiest, buy an 
avocado, and, of course, 
save the seed. You can plant 
it an inch or two deep, or you 
can stick three toothpicks in 
and support it partly sub­ 
merged in water. Make sure 
it’s in a loose rich potting soil 
as soon as the root system 
develops. 
Keep 
it 
well 
watered (moist-not wet or 
dry) and use a teaspoon of a 
balanced house plant fer­ 
tilizer every month or two. 
Avocado plants are quite 
lovely 
when 
young. 
Unfortunately, 
they get 
lanky and unsightly when 
kept inside for long periods 


of time (That’s the time to 
buy another avocado). 
Dear Doc: We hear all the 
ad vantages 
of 
organic 
gardening every day. Are 
there any major drawbacks? 
At least a couple, I would 
say. lf plants in your lawn or 
garden develop an acute 
need for any given fertilizer 
element, you're likely to 
have some trouble finding an 
organic fertilizer that will 
release its fertility fast 
enough to help out. What’s 
more, organic fertilizers are 
often pretty 
expensive 
when you figure the “per 
pound” price for the fer­ 
tilizer you’re getting. One 
other drawback of organic 
gardening-you’re likely to 
have some difficulty con­ 
trolling some of our more 
devastating pests, namely 
spider mites 
and 
grub 
worms. 
Don’t 
get 
me wrong, 
though. There’s certainly 
much room in any gar­ 
dener’s plot for plenty of 
organic gardening In other 
words, the familiar “middle 
Proper Treatment 
Needed for Trees 


Peach trees in Collin 
County can fall victim to 
disease problems unless 
treated 
by 
a 
copper 
fungicide. A material called 
Kocide 101 will effectively 
deter two fungus diseases 
and bacterial leaf spot when 
applied in the fall after the 
first frost, says James R. 
Risinger, county agent for 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service. 
Most peach trees had a big 
crop this year, So special 
care should be taken to 
protect the trees. Com­ 
plications brought on by the 
heavy loads of fruit and 
drought intensify the need 
for special care. 


Coryneum blight is a 
fungus that attacks peach 
trees and causes a circular 
purple spot on the foliage 
and in severe cases, attacks 
the fruit. Another fungus 
disease is peach leaf curl. 
This disease results in a 
thickened and misshaped 
leaf. 


Bacterial leaf spot attacks 
both the leaf and the fruit 
and reduces fruit quality so 
that it is unsaleable. 
The 
important 
thing, 
reminds county agent, is 
that a fall spray application 
is necessary to keep these 
diseases from striking your 
peach trees next spring. So 
Kocide 101 should be applied 
as a spray after the tirst 
killing frost which normally 


occurs about 
Nov. 15 in 
Collin County. 
Proper applications for a 
home garden require I 12 
tablespoons of Kocide 101 
per gallon of water. For 
larger operations, mix two 
pounds of the copper type 
fungicide with IOO gallons of 
water. 
For further information on 
disease control programs for 
peaches as well as other 
fruits, contact the county 
Extension office, suggests 
Risinger.

Dear Doc: 
We 
have a 
pecan we grew from a nut 
started eight years ago. It 
still, as of this year, has 
never borne its first pecan. 
Suggestions? 
When you grow a fruit or 
pecan from a seed, you’ll 
most likely get an offspring 
that resembles neither of its 
parents. Your seedling tree 
is most probably inferior in 
quality to the parent tree 
that produced the nut. In any 
event, it’s not a tree that 
tends 
toward 
heavy 
production at an early stage. 
Your best bet may be to bud 
or graft a known dependable 
variety on to your tree next 
spring. 
Dear Doc: I can’t wait to 
get som e of the 
pretty 
daylilies w e’ve seen recently 
in our garden? What’s the 
best time to move them? 
Now is great, so is early 
spring. (For folks who aren’t 
familiar with these plants, 
there 
must 
be 
20,000 
varieties in all colors, shapes 
and sizes). 
Dear Doc: Our pecan tree 
has rows of small 
holes 
around 
several 
of 
the 
branches. Are these caused 
by borers, and what should 
we do? 
These are not the result of 
borer damage, but instead 
they're the calling card of 
the sapsucker, a type of 
woodpecker. Seldom will 
this bird do any permanent 
damage to the tree, and 
seldom will he be going after 
harmful insects, so just sit 
tight. About all you might 
want to do would be to spray 
or paint pruning compound 
over the holes.

speed their rotting? 
Shredding is probably the 
biggest help Run the leaves 
through your lawn mower or 
through a leaf shredder. Add 
nitrogen fertilizers, much as 
you put on your lawns, to add 
the bacteria during the 
decay work. Keep your 
compost moist and warm, 
perhaps covering it with a 
polyethylene 
plastic 
in 
winter to absorb extra heat. 
Dear Doc: How do we dig 
and store our caladiums? We 
invested som e $40 this year 
and would like to save them 
if possible. 
Dig them carefully once 
the leaves have started to 
fall to the ground. I would 
suspect that that has already 
occurred.

This time of year there are 
at least a thousand sources 
of material for the compost 
pile: 
trees, shrubs, old 
flowers and vegetables, and 
grass, to name but a few. 
Most any • form of organic 
matter will rot quickly and 
efficiently 
provided 
it 
receives proper care and 
attention. 


Choose a location away 
from 
your 
home 
and 
preferably out of sight of 
your patio and 
adjacent 
outdoor living area. Con­ 
sider developing two com­ 
post piles, one for immediate 
use and one that is still 
working for future use. 
You’ll find it most con­ 
venient to provide brick, 
cement block, or treated 
wood side rails for con­ 
tainment. Put alternate 6 
inch 
layers 
of organic 
matter 
(shredded, 
if 
possible) and soil, always 


topping the pile with the soil 
layer 
Use a hoe or rake to cup 
the soil layer out to allow for 
water retention. Keep the 
pile moist at all times to 
hasten bacterial breakdown 
Application of 10-10-5 or 
other similar fertilizer will 
provide nutrition to the 
bacteria, hasten decay, and 
enrich the final product 
Turn the pile every 4-8 
weeks with a spading fork or 
rototiller 
for 
quickest 
b re a k d o w n 
P ro p e r ly 
managed, you should have 
loads of rotted and decayed 
organic matter by spring, 
just in time for your spring 
gardens. 
Organic matter, be it peat 
moss, compost, or other­ 
wise, is the best tool we have 
in loosening our tight black 
clay gumbos. Start putting 
nature to work for you. Give 
composting a try!

DEAR MARY ANN - Accidents such as yours do 
happen but it is well to check everything before it 
goes into the hamper to be sure there is no 
dampness. It may not look too neat, but it is better to 
teach the children to hang all damp things over the 
side of the hamper until you can check on the 
dryness. 
Mildew stains should be treated promptly for good 
results. Pre-treat with a detergent and launder. If 
stains remain, sponge with hydrogen peroxide and 
launder using a bleach that is safe for your fabric. -
